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Detailed Action 

Claims 31 and 32 are misnumbered. Accordingly, they have been renumbered 
as claims 30 and 31 , respectively. See 37 C.F.R. 1 .126. 

Drawings Objection 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the means for 
providing access to the non-linear guide path as cited in claim 29 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
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the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claims Objection 

Claims 1-27 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

(1) In claims 1, 8 and 16, "the housing" should read -the housing member-. 

(2) In claims 8, 16 and 24, line 4, "housing portions" should read -housing 
portion-. 

(3) In claim 19, line 5, "housing member" should read -housing portion-. 

(4) In claim 19, line 6, "portion member" should read -housing portion-. 

(5) In claim 20, line 3, "axis" should read -axes-. 

(6) Claim 25 is a duplicate of claim 22 and should be canceled. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9, 10 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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(1 ) In claim 9, it is not clear whether or not "a second plane" cited therein is in 
addition to the second plane cited in claim 2. 

(2) In claim 24, lines 2-3, "the housing" has no antecedent basis. 

Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Ballas et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,054,992). 

Ballas et al. show (Fig.4) the claimed invention. 

3. Claims 1-6, 11, 13, 14, 1 7-23 and 25-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Wang (U.S. Patent No. 6,052,907). 

Wang shows (Figs. 10 and 18) the claimed invention. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 7, 8, 12, 15, 16 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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2. Claims 9, 10 and 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art Citations 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Luick, Close et al., White, III, Tuggle, Lawrence, Civalleri, Paolo, 
Legrand are cited as art of interest.
